Q. Supp fing a lalz bored tnrough the Earth Di- 
ametiicaly, and tiat a Stone were let fall into it, 
Query, where woud it Stop? 

4, ihe Common Anfwer is thar it will ftop 
when it comes to the Center 3 but this is only faid 
by thole that are unacquainted with the Laws of 
Motion. We doubt not therefore bat it will appear 
a {trange Paradox to our Vulgar Readers, it we 
fhou’d affert, that the Stone wiil never ftop, but 
wiil continue us Motion backward and forward 
thro’ the Globe for ever; which notwithftanding 
we leave to the Judgment cf Mathematicians whe- 
ther tue following Keaton do’s not Demonftrate. 
It is known thar the Motion of Bodies Defcending 
by their own Gravicy is.accelerared; and it is de. 
monitrated that chis Ceilerity is Proportionate ro 
the iimes from the beginning of the Defcent ; {o 
that if, for Inflance, a Body Defcends 20 Foot ia 
the frft Second of Time, in the next Second it 
will acquire a double Celerity and move 40 Foot; 
and fo again after the third Second cf Time it 
will gain a Celeriry equal to ihe two former, and 
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fo of the Ref. But by this Acceleration it will 
gain {uch a Force by the Time thar it comes to the 
Cenrer, as mult neceffarily carry it beyond the 
Center towards the oppofite fide of the Globe. 
But 1c is likewife demonttraved that the Motion of 
Bodies thrown dire€tly upwards is Retarded in the 
fame Proportion as that of Defeending Bodies is ac- 
cclerated ; and therefore the Force which the Body 
bad gain’d in its Defcent will not be wholly Spent 
till it reaches the Circumference of the oppofite 
fice of the Globe. Which when it has done it 
wiil be forced by its innate Gravity to return back 
again, and fo continue renewing and diminifhing 
its Force in equal Proportions at equal diftances 
from the Cenrer for ever, and the time of Afcent 
and jeicent will be likewife always equal. In 
Oppotition to what we have faid, fome perhaps 
may imagine, that there is the fame Reafon why 
theic Reciprocal Motions of the Stone fhou'd at laft 
cea‘e and it made to reft in the Center, as there is 
for the ceafing of the Vibrations of a Pendulum. 
And if indeed according to the Common received 
Opinion we admit the Refiftance of the Medium 
:0 be che true Reafon why the Pendnlums Motion 
is at jaft made to ceafe, we fhou’d be forced to 
grant that the Recipracations of the Store are Sub- 
jech to the tame Impediment. But Galileo has 
fairly Confuret this Notion and proved that the 
Ceffation of rhe Pendulums Motion is owing to a- 
nother Principle which rhe Curious Readers may 
fee, Dia! 2do. Syftem. C fm. Bur the Caufe by 
him there Affigned peculiarly concerns the Pendu- 
lum. and cannot be apply’d in the Prefent Cafe.

A, There was indeed a Sratute in 32, H. 8. C. 
38. Confirming all Marriages, notwithftanding 
Precontracts of Matrimony not Confummmate 
with Bodily Knowledg, which either of the Par- 
ties Married had made with other Perfons. But 
divers Intolerable Inconveniencies following upon 
this Claule of that Statute, it was Repealed in 2, 
and 3, Ed. 6. C. 23. and the Bufinefs ot Precon- 


tracts reduced to the Ancient Srate and Order of 
our Ecclefiaftical Laws, by which any Perfons (% 
Precontracted are never after at Liberty to Mar 
any other without each otbers Mutual Leave firg 
granted ; and if they do, that Marriage may be 
eafly Ddiffolved upon Complaint thereof to the 
ficclefiaftical Court, as being indeed even in Poing 
of Confcience no other than Adultery. For accord. 
ing to the known Maxim of Civilians, Tis Con. 
fent not Bodily Knowledg makes a Marriage, and 
this is likewife to be allowed to be a Maxim of the 
Law of Nature, which confequently mutt perpe- 
tually bind the Confcience, fo that any other Mar. 
Mage after fuch a Confent wall be Adulrery ac. 
cording to the Law of our Saviour. Norwith. 
ftanding we are of Opinion that this Contract is nox 
of that Force either in Law or Confcience, but thar 
that if nothing be performed, the Obligation may 
ceafe up each Party Diffenting and receding from 
it ; for ‘tis Natural that the contrary to that which 
caufes the Obligation fhou'd be capable of making 
it void, unlefs by Virtue of fome pofitive Law jr 
cannot be refcinded, which we believe there is nog 
in the Prefent Cafe,
